KEEP BURNING 


W hatever em ergencies the fu­ 
ture May bring, the coal industry 
is ready. 
Coal will be am ply 
available for all who use it. 
This, in essence, sums up sta te­ 
ments th at have been made by a 
number of responsible spokesmen 
for the industry in recent weeks. 
There is plenty of factual evi­ 
dence to support that stand. The 
nation’s coal 
mines 
today are 
armed w ith a potential produc­ 
tion and are backed by financial 
reserves far g reater than those 
present in previous conflicts. T hat 
situation has been brought about 


by progressive, far-seeing m an­ 
agem ent. Coal has literally been 
going through a technical revolu­ 
tion. Much of the industry’s earn­ 
ings, instead of being paid to the 
owners, has been plowed back into 
the mines—to buy new and bet­ 
ter m achinery and other facilities, 
and to develop new production 
techniques. And the result is that 
it is capable of meeting w hatever 
dem and may come—w ithout d i­ 
rectives, regulations, restrictions 
or subsidies. 


The reserves of coal th a t na­ 
ture provided us with are virtu­ 
ally lim itless—they will last for 
thousands 
of 
years. 
But 
this 
would be of small moment unless 
there 
were a highly-developed, 
aggressive industry to produce 
and process the coal, and make it 
available to users as it is needed. 
We have th at kind of an indus­ 
try, and it leads its counterparts 
in the rest of the world by a wide 
margin. It is a healthy industry 
— if it hadn’t been it could not 
have survived 
the strikes and 
shutdowns and other labor tro u ­ 
bles that have bedeviled it for 
years. 
Coal will keep the fires 
burning.

Every 
accident causing dam age am ount­ 
ing to $100 or more, or causing 
personal injury, REGARDLESS 
of who was a t fault would re­ 
duce the grade one step. An acci­ 
dent resulting in death would re­ 
duce the grade three points. For 
every year w ithout an accident 
the grade would go up one point. 
Licenses could be stam ped with 
num erals to show how’ long the 
holder had held th e Distinguished 
Driver rating. When a driver’s 
rating dropped below “ Blank” he 
could not drive until his rating, 
advancing one step a year, gave 
him another license. 
Insurance rates should be ad­ 
justed according to the driver’s 
rating. W ith “G” as normal “E ” 
should have a 20% credit, “ D” 
a 40% credit with each added 
year year given an additional 
10% credit up to a total of 80%. 
“P ” would pay a 20% penalty, 
“VP” a 40% penalty and “blank” 
a 60% penalty. Those with a “P ” 
or lower could not be issued a 
license unless they carried ade­ 
quate liability insurance.

The present emergency in Ko­ 
rea finds that part of North, Cen­ 
tral and East Texas served by 
Texas Power & Light Company 
adequately supplied with electric 
power to meet increased indus­ 
trial and military expansion as 
well as fulfill civilian needs.
